Private Eyes Are Watching Him 

Tony Rackauckas’ own investigators are turning on the district attorney 
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B ecause he has encased him¬ 
self in a cramped, delusional 
cocoon, protected by compet¬ 
ing sycophantic advisers and 
his own warped inclinations, Tony Rack¬ 
auckas couldn’t see that one recent week 
permanently guaranteed his loss of legiti¬ 
macy as the guardian of justice in Orange 
County, a region with a population larger 
than 20 states. 
Rackauckas used a 
May 21 broadcast of 
CBS’s 60 Minutes 
to utter easily prov¬ 
able lies denying 
law- enforcement 
corruption. Thirty- 
six hours later, a 
Superior Court 
judge launched 
a third round of 
special evidentiary 
hearings into systemic government cheat¬ 
ing to win criminal convictions. 

Then, at week’s end, another disas¬ 
ter struck, as a crack formed within the 
four-term DA’s own ranks. Tom Conklin 
and Abraham Santos, two well-respected 
veteran investigators, filed complaints 
describing an agency plagued by adulterous 
affairs, petty infighting and, most alarming, 
ethical standards befitting a Third World 
banana republic. According to Conklin and 
his partner Santos, their refusals to partici¬ 
pate in corruption cover-ups have made 
them targets of retaliatory management on 
the prowl for excuses to fire them. 

“Both investigators Conklin and Santos 
have recently been subjected to adverse 
employment actions because of their 
heroic actions in protecting the citizenry 
against the well-known and topical vio¬ 
lations of state and federal law of the 
Orange County district attorney’s office,” 
Joel W. Baruch, the Irvine-based attorney 
who represents the officers, told report¬ 
ers upon filing the May 26 complaints. 
“They are both ‘whistleblowers’ in the 
strictest sense. They have placed their 
law-enforcement careers in jeopardy by 
ensuring the DA’s office follows the law in 
protecting the constitutional and statutory 
rights of all of us, including defendants 
charged with crimes who are entitled to 
the presumption of innocence.” 

Those of you who have followed the 
county’s ongoing jailhouse-informant 
scandal won’t be surprised that Conklin 
and Santos identified senior prosecutors 
Dan Wagner and Ebrahim Baytieh, two 
members of Rackauckas’ inner circle, as 
villains in three additional cases. Accord¬ 
ing to Santos’ complaint, his investigation 
of a late-2016 DUI crash caused by an

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intoxicated Fuller¬ 
ton city manager Joe 
Felz discovered the 
existence of a seedy 
good-ol’-boys’ club. 

Then-Fullerton police 
chief Dan Hughes, now 
a Disneyland security 
officer, allowed Felz to 
avoid arrest by calling 
in a favor from Sergeant 
Jeff Corbett, whom he’d 
dispatched to the scene 
to “criminally obstruct 
justice,” the complaint 
asserts. Corbett owed 
Hughes for covering up 
an incident of him “hav¬ 
ing sexual relations” 
in his police vehicle 
behind a business 
while on duty, Santos 
claims. When the DA 
investigator reported 
his findings to Baytieh 
in January, the pros¬ 
ecutor threatened to take the case away 
from him, saying, “I am friends with Chief 
Hughes, and we are only going to be inves¬ 
tigating the DUI and not anything else.” 

Conklin and Santos allege management 
demonstrated its contempt for their pro¬ 
fessionalism by playing mind-numbing 
administrative games even when public 
safety was at risk. For example, the investi¬ 
gators believe defendant Daniel Gidanian, 
who’d stalked a Superior Court judge with 
a gun in November and December 2016, 
was plotting “a Sandy Hook Elementary- 
type shooting and suicide” this year, 
according to their complaints. The duo 
repeatedly received contradictory mes¬ 
sages about their assignment from bosses, a 
ploy they say involved Baytieh. 

But the most troubling matter involves 
Stephenson Choi Kim, a gangster featured 
on numerous occasions in the Weekly 
for his unusual in-custody exploits. Kim 
helped embarrass Sheriff Sandra Hutch¬ 
ens’ department by having at least 30 
sex dates with a non-inmate female and 
shooting a homemade porno in the public 
visitation area, just feet from a deputies’ 
station. He also got the woman to use her 
vagina to smuggle into the jail such con¬ 
traband as cigarettes, marijuana, a cell¬ 
phone, food, razor blades and sex toys. 

To win Kim’s conviction for a 2004 
murder at a Cypress restaurant, police 
officer Susan White hid exculpatory 
evidence and committed perjury, testify¬ 
ing that multiple witnesses positively 
identified the defendant as the shooter, 
but that audio recordings she’d made 


of interviews were mysteriously lost, 
according to court records. In fact, neither 
assertion was truthful. After Judge John 
Conley, a former deputy DA known for 
his pro-prosecution bias, refused to grant 
a mistrial, defense attorneys complained 
to the DA’s office (OCDA), where Conklin 
received orders to investigate. He found 
the recordings, determined they proved 
White lied on the witness stand, and then 
alerted Wagner, who heads the agency’s 
homicide unit. But his 2011 report, written 
before Kim’s sentence for life without the 
possibility of parole, got buried. 

“Conklin assumed that his completed 
investigation, along with all the digital 
audio recordings of witness statements 
and other records in the Susan White 
matter, had been turned over to defense 
counsel in the Kim case, pursuant to the 
obligations imposed on the prosecution in 
the Brady v. Maryland case and its prog¬ 
eny,” Baruch wrote. “In November 2015, 
however, Conklin reviewed an article in 
the OC Weekly stating that Kim had filed 
an appeal for a new trial. The article did 
not make any mention of his investigation 
into the White matter, so Conklin became 
immediately suspicious that the OCDA 
had not turned over the completed inves¬ 
tigation to the defense. He was doubly 
suspicious because the person handling 
the jailhouse-informant scandal [in which 
officials hid evidence and solicited per¬ 
jured testimony to win at least 15 murder 
and attempted-murder convictions] was 
none other than Assistant DA Wagner.” 

In December 2015, Conklin advised a 


shoulder-shrugging Baytieh of his con¬ 
cerns and later confirmed with Kim’s law¬ 
yers, Leonard Levine and Michael Chaney, 
that they’d never received his investigation 
report on White’s conduct. “Having been 
caught in this constitutional due-process 
violation, the OCDA, acting through Wag¬ 
ner, in or about February 2016, concocted a 
scheme to make it look like the OCDA did 
nothing wrong and, instead, attempted to 
place the blame on defense counsel’s pur¬ 
ported negligence,” according to Baruch. 

Wagner—who has tried to explain away 
numerous ethical breaches in other mur¬ 
der cases by improvising ham-fisted, post¬ 
cheating tales that require the suspension 
of reality—wrote a letter to Levine and 
Chaney claiming he’d miraculously found 
their package containing Conklin’s 2011 
investigation report and asserting they 
were at fault for not retrieving it when 
notified five years earlier. Baruch calls the 
story an “effort to dupe the defense” and 
avoid publicity for yet another scandal. 

“The fact that Conklin persisted in ensur¬ 
ing that the OCDA’s office fulfilled its consti¬ 
tutional and statutory obligations to provide 
exculpatory evidence to the defense in the 
Kim case ultimately caused him to be mar¬ 
ginalized, harassed and subjected to adverse 
actions by his superiors at the highest levels 
of the DA’s office,” he added. “The culture in 
the DA’s office is one of punishing disloyalty.”

And it’s all gracias to Chalino. He’s the 
most influential musician in the United 
States of the past quarter-century—no 
one comes even close. Jay Z and Dr. Dre 
launched empires and proteges; Nirvana 
and Pearl Jam defined a genre and fash¬ 
ion; Tupac and Biggie got gunned down 
before their time and became immortal; 
Green Day and Weezer spawned waves of 
imitators. All of them transcended music. 
Chalino did all of this, without the help 
of a music label or media hype or seed 
money—in Spanish, in los Estados Unidos. 

He’s also one of the most important 
Southern Californians in decades, some¬ 
one who deserves mention in the same 
conversations about region-changing 
titans as the Chandler family and Don 
Bren. Yet Chalino remains criminally, 
unsurprisingly unmentioned in the main¬ 
stream, in both the United States and 
Mexico. The 25th anniversary of his mur¬ 
der after a concert in Mexico came and 
went this past May, with no public com¬ 
memoration, no media coverage, no nada. 
Just like the 20th anniversary, the 15th, 
the 10th and the fifth... The repeated 
snubs are no mystery: The gatekeepers of 
American and Mexican popular culture 
remain disgusted by Chalino, aghast at the 
profound changes he brought not only to 
music, but also to an entire generation of 
Mexicans on both sides of the border—for 
better and for worse. 

’m at the Cypress College swap 
meet, looking for Chalino. Sure, I 
can stream his hundreds of corridos 
on Pandora, Spotify and YouTube, 
but it’s the swap meets where the 
compa lives. Here, he’s everywhere. The 
car-accessories booth sells a black-and- 
white window decal of a grim Chalino, 
Stetson on his head, which is cocked to 
the side. A vendor sells a T-shirt with an 
overcontrasted photo of him on top of 
“CHALINO” done up like the Supreme 
logo. Another hawks a poster of him load¬ 
ing a gun, with just one word: SINALOA. 

And then there are the CD booths. In 
addition to the official releases, they stock 
the Chalino CD on which he was backed 
by a banda that wasn’t around during his 
lifetime. Chalino in duets with people he 
never met. Chalino backed by mariachi, 
a style he never recorded while alive. 
Chalino singing with norteho star Corne- 
lio Reyna, even though both were already 
dead when their album was released. 
Chalino trading off with his son Adan, 
who was only 8 when his apa passed. 

Surrounding those CDs are what 
Mexicans call chalinillos: Little Chalinos, 
artists who continue to rip off their idol’s 
storylines, voice and style. Even his CD- 
cover poses, which never varied much 
from him in front of a truck, or with a gun, 
or in a western-style jacket and shirt—or 
a combination of all three. Anything to be 
like Chalino. 

“He’ll always sell,” says the CD ven¬ 


dor in Spanish. More than half of his 
booth are either Chalino or chalinillos. 
“He was a chingon— and who doesn’t 
want to be a chingon ?” 

H e was born in a tiny rancho 
in the coastal state of Sinaloa 
in 1960, into poverty that 
worsened after his father died 
when Chalino was only 6. 
Small-town life in Mexico then made life 
in Appalachia seem as cosmopolitan as a 
brownstone in Brooklyn. The government 
was far away, clans were dominant, and 
grudges were passed from grandfather 
to father to son. Looming over rancho 
life were the valientes, “the brave men,” 
archetypical bad hombres who dispensed 
equal parts grace and terror. One of them, 
nicknamed “El Chapo” (though not the 
drug lord by the same name), raped 
Chalino’s sister and got away with it—or 
so he thought. When Chalino was about 
15, during a party in the rancho, he silently 
went up to El Chapo and killed him. Soon 
after, he left for Los Angeles and never 
looked back. 

Mexican identity has demanded that 
its men be badasses, from both the Aztec 
and Spanish branches of their ancestry, 
for hundreds of years. But for most of the 
20th century, the Mexican male’s ideal 
was the charro: the man on horseback in a 
mariachi suit who defended the weak and 
wooed the ladies and hailed from Jalisco, 
birthplace of tequila. The country’s culture 
makers exported the charro image across 
the globe while scorning his flip side: the 
paisas, the rough hillbillies who toiled and 
partied to excess and spoke funny and 
loved weird music. The Chalinos. 

But they were about to have their day. 
With no education and no papers, Chalino 
took whatever job was available—farm 
work in the Coachella Valley and Oregon, 
dishwashing and small-time drug dealing 
across Los Angeles. He eventually joined 
his brother, Armando, as a coyote and 
smuggled hundreds of immigrants through 
Tijuana. That career ended when Armando 
was murdered in a motel room in 1984. 

In his grief, Chalino wrote a corrido that 
payed homage to his hermano and shared 
it with friends. The murder made no 
news; the song itself was more personal 
than memorable. Nevertheless, it repre¬ 
sented something never done before in 
commercial Mexican music: It celebrated 
the life of a paisa. And now, in the United 
States, other paisas wanted the same 
mythmaking treatment for themselves. 

Chalino soon began to compose corridos 
on commission, tailored to their buyers. 
They were a defiant middle finger to a 
Mexican music industry that, by the late 
1980s, veered toward pop and fluff and 
largely ignored the increasing number of 
paisas migrating to el Norte and their way 
of life. Chalino’s protagonists have baroque 
names out of an Ancestry.com search: 
Loreto Mendoza. Prajedes Felix. Toledo 
Felix. Cano Zazueta. Tino Quintero. “El 
Giiilo Rivera” features all the Chalino 
lyrical trademarks: A date of death (Jan. 

6,1970), a location (Tierra Blanca, Culi- 


acan), the valiente’s preferred gun (M14 
rifle), how he died (in a shootout), why 
(betrayed by friends), a shoutout to Giiilo’s 
home rancho, and why people continue to 
honor his memory: “Among the valientes/ 
el Giiilo was distinguished/He was a man 
of few words/Of undisputed valor.” 

Demand became so great that in 1989, 
Chalino recorded a cassette of 15 songs. 
Then another. And more. He stocked tapes 


at mercados, panaderias and swap meets 
across Southern California. He’d even sell 
them out of his car trunk. Chalino even¬ 
tually connected with another Mexican 
immigrant. Pedro Rivera had set up Cintas 
Acuario in Long Beach, a small recording 
studio where aspiring musicians could 
record for cheap. 

The two became pioneers of the corrido 
prohibido— “prohibited corridos,” songs 





























that mythologized the bad, whether drug 
smugglers, murderers or just plain valien- 
tes. The Cintas Acuario roster (which later 
included Pedro’s children, Lupillo, Juan 
and the late Jenni Rivera) received no 
radio airplay at first, but it didn’t matter; 
they were becoming the soundtrack of 
Latino Los Angeles and beyond. 

Promoters across the Southland 
quickly sought to book Chalino at their 
clubs. He also appeared on El Show de 
Keystone Ford, a legendary Saturday- 
morning music showcase that aired on 
KWHY-TV Channel 22 that Mexican 



immigrant families watched every week¬ 
end to hear a snippet of home. The 1980s 
had seen Mexicans swoop into Southern 
California from areas that had never pre¬ 
viously sent many people to el Norte: the 
Tierra Caliente of Michoacan and Guer¬ 
rero, Oaxaca, Mexico City, but especially 
Sinaloa. Chalino sang their songs, in their 
cadence and slang, something no big 
singer had ever bothered to do. 

The buzz made Chalino a cult figure. 
And then came January 1992. During 
a concert at a nightclub in Coachella, a 
drug-fueled man jumped onstage and 
shot Chalino in the side. Chalino not only 
survived, but he also returned fire with a 
gun he had strapped on him; he flashed 
the sidearm at all of his performances 
to show crowds he meant business. The 


shooting went national, and a new valiente 
was born. 

He returned that May to Sinaloa, to 
play in the capital of Culiacan. The audi¬ 
ence of more than 2,000 was his largest 
he’d ever play to—as well as his last. Later 
that night, armed men posing sisfederales 
took Chalino from a car occupied by him, 
his brother and friends. His body was 
found the next day in an irrigation canal, 
blindfolded and with two bullets in the 
back of his head. 

I remember that day well. I was only 13 
years old at the time, and I was perplexed 
why my older cousins from East Los Ange¬ 
les and Montebello—who until then were 
quickly losing their Spanish and mostly 
bumped the oldies-but-goodies, old-school 
funk and hip-hop that any Chicano of that 
era would—now dressed and swaggered 
like our dads. They suddenly rocked tejanas 
and cowboy boots, with elaborately crafted 
cintos piteados that my uncles couldn’t pay 
them to wear even five years earlier; at my 
rancho’s many quinceaheras, baptisms and 
weddings across Anaheim and Buena Park, 
prim-and-properpocfras now looked like a 
mix of Daisy Duke and a Teen Angel spread. 

These teenage fans were crushed 
by Chalino’s murder; our parents were 
pleased that this ill-mannered paisa was 
gone and wouldn’t corrupt their children 
anymore. I didn’t care much for him, 
but even then, I knew he had changed 
Mexican-American identity forever. I just 
didn’t realize then we had gotten Chalino 
all wrong. 

he dead Chalino became a hero 
to a community in need of one. 
The Los Angeles riots hap¬ 
pened just two weeks before 
Chalino’s death. Anti-immi¬ 
grant politicians were already demonizing 
Mexican migrants and their children 
as threats and unassimilable. Into this 
assault on Mexicans swooped Chalino. 

His corridos never addressed politics; 
there are no known interviews in which

he tried to put his work in a larger con¬ 
text. But a tough, no-apologies Mexican 
immigrant such as Chalino was a perfect 
response to American society in the 1990s. 
Even if his fan base never became woke, 
like those who followed Rage Against the 
Machine, the very act of playing Chalino’s 
corridos loudly in cars or dressing like him 
was radical enough. Be a paisa like Chalino, 
and people had to respect you. 

“When I was in junior high and my 
dad would play the banda music, I’d be 
like, Turn it down. My friends are going 
to hear/” says Saul Viera, a chalinillo who 
achieved fame as “El Gavilancillo” (“The 
Little Hawk”) in a 1998 interview. He’d 
be assassinated before the story got pub¬ 
lished. “Now it’s the other way around. 

I’m turning it up, and my parents are turn¬ 
ing it down. When I was younger, I was 
ashamed of Mexican music. Now I know 
who I am. I’m not afraid of my race.” 

Chalino ushered in and embodied a 
demographic, cultural and generational 
shift—from a second-generation-dominant 
Chicano LA to a migrant-dominant Mexi¬ 
can Los Angeles. Central to the phenom¬ 
enon’s rise was the Sinaloan pazsa. The 
Mexican imagination had considered the 
state as Americans do the Ozarks, a wild 
land of beauty and insular, proud people 
that birthed a bounty of musical talent— 
the brassy sounds of banda sinaloense is 
from here, as well as Los Tigres del Norte 
and ranchera icons Pedro Infante, Luis 
Perez Meza and Lola Beltran. But it was 
most notorious as the center of Mexico’s 
drug trade. Chalino’s verses iconicized 
the state’s men as modern-day valientes 
who did what needed to be done—and if it 
meant dabbling in the drug trade or offing 
your enemies, so be it. His death cemented 
Sinaloan identity as the indomitable 
“Mexican” all young Mexican-Americans 
in Southern California wanted to be. 

It would’ve been fine if Chalino’s last¬ 
ing gifts were a surge in Mexican pride 
to fight xenophobia, an uptick in Stetson 
sales and a songbook of timeless tracks. 

It’s also great that Southern California’s 
Sinaloan obsession also spread the popu¬ 
larity of banda sinaloense, musica sierrena 
(harshly plucked-and-strummed guitar 
music from the mountains), and dishes 
such as aguachile and Mexican-style 
sushi. But Chalino also uncorked a musi¬ 
cal movement of ever-diminishing returns 
that wrecked Mexican society. 

Narcocorridos had always existed 
in Mexican music, dating back to “La 
Cucaracha,” which has a stanza about a 
marijuana-smoking cockroach. But they 
were morality tales, and criminals always 
got their comeuppance in the end. That 
changed in 1971, with the release of “Con- 
trabando y Traicion” by Los Tigres. The 
protagonists, Emilio and C amelia, cross 
the border in Tijuana in a car with tires 
“filled with hierba mala ” (weed). Emilio 
gets murdered in the end by C amelia 
(after a brief cameo in San Clemente), but 


the punishment is for his infidelity, not 
drugs. Add an irresistible beat, and “Con- 
trabando y Traicion” was not only a chart- 
topper that led to two sequels and a film, 
but also a tectonic shift in how Mexicans 
would go on to depict narcocultura. 

Chalino’s corridosprohibidos helped 
narcocorridos become legitimate. Once 
they became a business, musicians who 
once might’ve sung about love now had 
to one-up one another in ultra-violence, 
as everyone tried to out-Chalino one 
another. He sounds tame to his heirs, the 
corridos pesados (heavy corridos ) of the 
2000s and the corridos enfermos (sick cor¬ 
ridos) of cl movimiento alterado (altered 
movement) of this decade. 

“With AK-47s and bazookas/Mak- 
ing the heads fly of those who get in the 
way,” begins “Sanguinarios del Ml” (“The 
Bloodthirsty Ones”), a 2010 collabora¬ 
tion between artists from Los Angeles 
and Sinaloa who openly pledged their 
allegiance to the Sinaloa Cartel. “We’re 
bloodthirsty ones, coked-up and crazy/We 
like to kill.” 
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Chalino’s musical children normalized 
narcocultura; his spiritual descendants 
tolerate it. When crusading journalist 
Javier Valdez was assassinated in Culi- 
acan, just one day before the anniversary 
of Chalino’s death, only reporters cared. 
The rest of Mexican society did what they 
almost universally do with every death in 
the Drug War: shrugged and continued.

I he guy is such a ranchero 
dude,” says Sam Qui¬ 
nones about Chalino. 
“He’s got that unpol¬ 
ished ranchero sound, 
and no one [in the media or elite society] 



wants that. No one cares about that.” 

The acclaimed author of the award- 
winning Dreamland: The True Tale of 
America’s Opiate Epidemic was the first 
American author to tell the story of 
Chalino, in a 1998 LA Weekly cover—six 
years after the musician’s death. The 
American media didn’t report on his 
murder and was so clueless that articles 
about the Coachella club shootout incor¬ 
rectly called him “Marcelino.” Even more 
laughable, a 1997 San Jose Mercury News 
dispatch from Culiacan on the city’s nar¬ 
cocultura scene said Chalino died in 1989 
and identified a 24-year-old singer nick¬ 
named Chalinillo as the late singer’s son, 
even though Chalino would’ve been 11 
when he supposedly became a dad. 

‘When I was doing that [LA Weekly] 
story, I immediately began to understand 
what a cool story it was,” says Quinones. 

He first heard Chalino’s music while on 
assignment in the mid-1990s in Michoacan, 
where he profiled a group of wannabe cho- 
los. “They kept talking about him. There 
was one guy who had a lowrider bike in 
which he had a place for beer and a speaker 
that would play Chalino all the time.” 

Quinones traveled to Sinaloa, where 
he was surprised how few people cared 
about Chalino. He then traveled to Los 
Angeles in 1997, “and everyone wanted to 
talk about him. His story had really taken 
place in LA.” 

That LA Weekly story made it into 
Quinones’ first book, True Tales From 
Another Mexico, as “The Ballad of 


Chalino Sanchez.” He’s now working 
on “an epic of Mexican migration” for 
Bloomsbury that will use Chalino’s saga 
as its primary framing device. The author 
remains a fan of the man and agrees 
Chalino has few peers in American 
music. “Southern California had three 
great, do-it-yourself music explosions. 
First was the white kids in Hollywood 
and punk. Then came Compton and 
gangster rap—kids in their garages on 
drum kits creating music. And the third 
one was Chalino and the corridos. Those 
stories touched a nerve. There were great 
stories. They were magnificent stories.” 

Though the mainstream press—includ¬ 
ing Univision and La Opinion, the coun¬ 
try’s largest Spanish-language newspa¬ 
per—continue to ignore Chalino, he’s 
appeared in documentaries and academic 
papers and books. But Quinones feels 
fans miss the most important point about 
the singer. “The guy was totally punk 
rock,” Quinones says. “They’re missing 
the essence of Chalino. If you really want 
to be like Chalino, don’t get a cowboy hat 
with a gun by your side.” 

The former Los Angeles Times staff 
writer particularly hates the devolution 
of the corrido scene, which he dismisses 

as “extraordinarily non-creative_ 

They’ve imitated the superficial. That’s 
not his lesson. 

“The corrido has become corrupted in 
a very sinister way. What he was writ¬ 
ing about and what the corrido had been 
was about a lone guy going up against 


power. And doomed, he still continued 
to fight and die. Now, the corrido is about 
applauding the most powerful, the most 
money, the best armed. It’s propaganda. 
And part of that is Chalino’s legacy. 

“I tend to hope that his legacy is also 
what I learned from punk,” Quinones 
adds. “You go do whatever you think you 
can do and wanna do and will love with, 
and don’t let other people tell you—but you 
gotta put in the work. It’s an enormously 
liberating legacy, if people will see it.” 

But that’s not the legacy that’s winning 
right now. After talking to Quinones, I 
queued up Chalino’s only mainstream hit, 
his remake of “Las Nieves de Enero” (“The 
Snows of March”). It’s a song I particu¬ 
larly hated in the past because it featured 
Chalino as a chavala. Now, I actually lis¬ 
tened to what he was saying. It’s the anti- 
Chalino, the macho reduced to pleading 
with his beloved to explain why she 
continues to spurn him despite seasons of 
faithful devotion. 

“Las Nieves de Enero ” isn’t his; it 
was first popularized by Miguel Aceves 
Mejia—a charro. It’s not even Chalino’s 
best song. Or is it? Now, I hear it as 
a lament to fans from beyond: You 
betrayed me. You focused too much on 
what I said, instead of what I did. And 
here we are today. 

“I can’t stand your lies anymore/This 
wait is tearing me apart,” he wails. “To see 
that years have passed by/And I don’t plan 
to die waiting.”

The signature dish 
is dahk galbi, a stew that morphs into at 
least three other dishes as you’re eating it. 

Big morsels of dark-meat chicken swim 
in a gochujang-tinted soup with sliced 
potatoes, cabbage, chewy rice cakes, hard- 
boiled eggs and perilla leaves. But as the 
soup reduces and thickens, it turns into 
a spicy concentrate of garlic and Korean 
chili that coats the chicken and everything 
else around it. After it’s finished, rice is 
added to the dregs and stir-fried to make a 
risotto-like dish to conclude the meal. 

The evening I ordered the dahk galbi, 
one of the ladies set up a small camp stove 
on our table—a signal of its imminent 
arrival. The other woman brought the 
dish out from the kitchen in a pot as wide 
as a hubcap, both hands gripping the han¬ 
dles. The table seemed to groan under its 


weight as she set the pot down. Then, as 
she dialed the stove to high, I attempted 
to go in for a taste. She waved me off. 

“Not yet,” she said with a wink. 

“Almost ready.” 

Within the next few minutes, the 
brick-red brew started to bubble under its 
mountain of greens. And just as the leaves 
began to wilt and sink, she returned to 
mix it all together. “Now it’s ready!” she 
said, smiling as she pushed the gurgling 
pot closer. 

We ate it slowly, taking care to blow on 
each steaming morsel. And the more we 
ate, the more we realized how addictive 
it was. This is one of those dishes that no 
matter how much your lip throbs from the 
spice or how full you are, you can’t stop. 

I don’t know how many times I said to 
myself “Just one more bowl,” only to dish 
up more. 

Even factoring our gusto, the two of us 
couldn’t put a dent on the massive por¬ 
tion served. One order is supposed to feed 
two people, but it could’ve easily fed four. 
For a nominal fee, the dish is customiz¬ 
able: Udon noodles, dumplings, more 
vegetables, or even cheese can be added 
to the pot. 

On another night, we realized these 
addictive properties also exist in Mhat’s 
second-most-popular dish: the bulgogi 
and octopus casserole, which isn’t a cas¬ 
serole at all, but another soup meant to 
serve two. To start the dish, one of the 
ladies snipped an octopus into tiny pieces 
with scissors in front of us. And just as 


she did before, she told us to wait a few 
minutes while it finished cooking at a low 
simmer. When it did, she came to ladle 
the savory broth—which was chock-full of 
thinly sliced bulgogi beef and king oyster 
mushrooms—into our bowls like a mom. 

Whatever we ordered here, whether it’s 
something as elaborate as the dahk galbi 
or as simple as the galbi tang (massive 
beef ribs simmered in clear broth with 
floating ribbons of egg in it), the ladies 
serve at least seven free panchan side 
dishes to eat along with it. These dishes 
have a wide spectrum of flavors—briny, 
pungent, acidic, sweet. The selection 
changes nightly, but there’s always a 
panchan dish in which the women take 
special pride. One Friday evening, it was 
a braised salmon that could’ve been din¬ 
ner unto itself. Another night, it was sim¬ 
mered potato so sweet and endearing we 
asked for multiple refills. 

But really, everything here is good. 

And after every meal I’ve had, I always 
find myself scooping out a triple-decker 
ice cream cone for dessert at the commu¬ 
nal freezer. It could be said that the free 
ice cream is just another part of Mhat’s 
over-the-top hospitality. But for me, 
it’s the final phase of my mood-altering 
therapy session. Better than a scratchy 
couch, you know?

Loncheras At 
Their Best 


EL CALENTANO 
on the corner of Bristol Street and 
Central Avenue, Santa Ana. 

Y our complaints are working, gentle 
cabrones : After promising a taco- 
truck holocaust, the Santa Ana City 
Council has been virtually silent on the 
issue for the past two months, as they 
continue talks with loncheros ready to 
sue if their way of life is endangered. In 
the meanwhile, continue to try the newer 
generation of SanTana's loncheras. One 
of the best spots right now is also one of 
the rarest: El Calentano. 

It serves food from the Tierra 
Caliente—a.k.a. the Hot Lands, which 
span the states of Michoacan and Guer¬ 
rero—in full meals, which is a rarity in 
OC's taco-truck scene. Here, you can get 
a plate of five Michoacan-style enchila¬ 
das (folded in half instead of rolled up) 
filled with beans, topped by a gargan¬ 
tuan slice of cecina or chicken: spicy, 
and hella filling. Even better is the mole, 
which exists nowhere else in la naranja. 

Its almost like a Sri Lankan curry, so 
astringent and furtively hellish yet deli¬ 
cious it is. And El Calentano also makes 
the largest quesadilla I've ever seen in 
Southern California: an expanse of masa 
as long as your forearm. The woman 
who runs the truck makes all the tortillas 
herself, which means the quesadilla is as 
cheesy as it is a corn dream. 

I've actually never had tacos here 
because I get proper meal after proper 
meal (also fabulous: the potato tacos, 
as crunchy as a chicharron). It can be 
hard eating the heaping servings on the 
spot because the only seating is milk 
crates, but whatever: Learn howto eat 
like a paisa already! Here is SanTana's 
lonchera scene at its best. A man always 
has a broom to clean the asphalt and 
dirt in front of the truck; the salsa sta¬ 
tion (with seven salsas, ranging from a 
light green to a smoky red to a hellish oil 
one better suited to a Sichuan eatery) 
is behind glass doors, the better to be 
neat. El Calentano is American entre¬ 
preneurship at its finest, and the Santa 
Ana City Council should give it and its 
peers all the tax breaks and subsidies 
they deserve. Better yet: Leave them the 
fuck alone.

Sibona’s Liquore

A couple of weeks ago, I was lucky 
enough to score tickets to Hi-Time Wine 
Cellars' Italian Extravaganza wine tasting at 
the Newport Dunes. The sold-out crowd of 
about 300 was able to taste more than 150 
Italian vinos. I enjoyed the lot of them, but my 
favorite table was the one with the amaros 
and grappas—BOOM. 

There were ones of aloe vera and ones 
aged and others with the consistency of tar— 
all wonderful. But my favorite was Sibona's 
Liquore Alla Chamomilia, a grappa liqueur 
infused with chamomile flowers.

Chamomile is like Fargothe film (and the televi¬ 
sion show, for that matter): you know it's good, 
but you realize it's actually great the more you 
encounter it, and you excitedly seek it out 
whenever possible. I've been drinking chamo¬

Corazon de 
Playa Larga 


Chef Eddie Ruiz is bringing more modern Mexican to a 
Long Beach taproom and bottle shop 


W hen chef Eddie Ruiz 
attached his name to 
Public Beer Wine Shop in 
downtown Long Beach 
with two friends last April, he’d only 
lived in the city for a year. As the owner 
of Corazon y Miel in Bell, the LA native 
made a name for himself as one of the 
young, inspiring Chicanos spearheading a 
new movement in elevated Mexican food 
in Southern California, a trend now being 
dubbed Alta California cuisine. 

His upscale flagship restaurant was in 
an unlikely location—on the main drag in 
a deeply working-class community—but 
Ruiz loved educating people on what tra¬ 
ditional dishes could be when put in the 
hands of a creative mind. “If you’re at my 
house, I’m always cooking and handing 
you stuff, saying, ‘Here want to try this?’ 
It’s just part of my upbringing,” he says. 

So when Ruiz took over the kitchen 
at Public, a small combination taproom 
and bottle shop on the bottom floor of the 
Walker Lofts, he decided to use the small 
cold-prep kitchen to house a raw ceviche 
bar. Plus, in the early days of Ruiz’s owner¬ 
ship, Public held on weekends what equated 
to a Corazon y Miel pop-up, offering selec¬ 
tions from his restaurant’s antojitos menu. 

“We were getting to know the neigh¬ 
borhood,” Ruiz says. “They didn’t want 
ceviche with their beer. They wanted bar- 
menu stuff and more approachable fare, 
so that’s what we did.” 

Ruiz added things such as bacon- 
wrapped hot dogs, brisket sandwiches, 
and macaroni and cheese to the weekend 
food menu. 

Since closing Corazon y Miel last sum¬ 
mer to focus on a new gig with Chicas 
Tacos and SLS Hotels, however, the chef 
says he has been treating Public like his

home kitchen and is ready to debut yet 
another menu revamp, one that goes back 
to his roots with barbacoa burritos, lengua 
tacos and the triumphant return of the 
ceviche de corazon. “We really want to 
change the misconceptions that down¬ 
town is all clubs for 18-to-24-year-olds,” 
Ruiz says. “These are things I’d want to 
serve you if you were in my house, and we 
were drinking a beer together.” 

In addition to the new menu, Ruiz 
and co-owners and partners Gino and 
Annaliese Espinosa have started hosting 
collaborative beer dinners with far-out, 
funky local breweries and have let sev¬ 
eral up-and-coming chefs use the small 
kitchen—which lacks a fryer, a grill and 
other chef luxuries—for occasional pop- 
ups. The first quarterly beer dinner earlier 
this year was with Cellador Ales, a San 
Fernando Valley barrel-aging experiment; 
Ruiz paired ceviches and braised meats 
with the brewery’s latest sour releases. A 
dinner with Pomona’s Homage Brewing is 
planned for June 24. 

Another exciting change: Instead of 
only being available Wednesday through 
Sunday, food will now be an option every 
day of the week. “Public is becoming our 
take on what a bar should be in downtown 
Long Beach now that we’ve learned more 
about the neighborhood,” Ruiz says. “We 
want to do bar food, but do it our way.”

Smile Much Later 


Alberto Barboza’s Cry Now provides a deep dive into Chicano culture

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L atino rockabillies! Street art! 

Love triangles! Paisa bars! If I 
were marketing Alberto Bar¬ 
boza’s Cry Now, I’d flash these 
main elements from the film as if it were 
a 1950s American International Pictures 
rock & roll production. Set in the heavily 
Latino east Los Angeles—most notably 
Boyle Heights and Echo Park— Cry Now 
perfectly encapsulates the energy and 
vibrancy of these locations and the youth 
cultures that inhabit it like a Roger Cor- 
man-produced teen-delinquent flick from 
six decades ago, only filtered through a 
contemporary, hipster Chicano lens. 

As Barboza’s debut film, Cry Now is a 
story about love and artistic passion, with 
all the major signifiers of Latino culture 
and subcultures that permeate LA: street 
art and murals, some provided by famed 
artist El Mac; the Latina rockabilly aes¬ 
thetic, which combines chola and classic 
pinup styles; the inclusion of real Mexican 
slang and dialect in the dialogue—some¬ 
thing that almost never happens in Latino 
cinema; backyard parties, either played up 
with norteno groups (ajuaf) or rock music; 
and the eclecticism of these worlds coex¬ 
isting, in danger of being lost thanks to the 
ongoing gentrification battles in the areas. 


The star-crossed lovers at the corazon of 
this film are Vincent (Miguel Angel Cabal¬ 
lero, a striking Mexican James Franco look 
alike if there ever was one) and Luzy (the 
fetching Iliana Carter). Vincent is a mes¬ 
senger boy by day and graphic street artist 
craving inspiration by night. His creative 
production thus far has been screenprint¬ 
ing ominous posters with the slogan, “Cry 
Now”—a riff on the cholo saying “Smile 
now, cry later.” The police try to catch 
Vincent in the act of hanging posters, but 
he evades them by crashing a backyard 
party. There, he meets Luzy, a tattoo art¬ 
ist. They dance and have a chat about art 
and inspiration until they’re interrupted 
by Luzy’s policeman boyfriend, Pete (Rick 
Quintero). Vincent’s ex-girlfriend Sofia 
(Mina Olivera) also comes back into his 
life, effectively working to thwart his 
chances with Luzy and to seek vengeance 
for being dumped unceremoniously. 

As much as I love this film for repre¬ 
senting Southern California Latinos so 
well and real, Cry Now runs a little too 
close to one of the main problems of 
youth-culture flicks: a focus on style over 
substance. Vincent and Luzy’s attraction 
and romance develops way too quickly, 
before we even know who these charac¬ 


ters are. As a result, their chemistry feels a 
little tacked-on and forced, as does Luzy’s 
relationship with Pete. The only real rea¬ 
son we know why Luzy feels devoted to 
Pete is because he shilled out a whopping 
$20,000 to help her open her own tattoo 
parlor. And while we know that Vincent 
is an artist with a socio-political bent to 
his work with a bold-lined, graphic-illus¬ 
tration technique, there’s hardly anything 
to know about Luzy—hell, we don’t even 
know her tattoo aesthetic. Surely, there 
must have been an East LA-born-and- 
raised Xicana tattooer who would’ve been 
down to lend a sheet of flash for this film. 

Cry Now took years to make, as the film- 
making team needed time to raise funds 
and shoot, raise funds and shoot again. So 
it’s impressive that Barboza was able to 
bring in editor Luis Carballar, who worked 
on the Ariel Award-winning Amores Per- 
ros and Cary Fukunaga’s Sin Nombre. Sal 
Lopez (previously seen in Selena, Born In 
East LA, Zoot Suit and American Me) plays 
Lobo, a norteno musician whom Vincent 
befriends, and amplifies his scenes with 
a naturalism that only a veteran actor of 
his level can deliver. And how can I not 
marvel at the always-wonderful Lupe 
Ontiveros, who plays Lobo’s sister Rosario 


in her last film appearance? Known to 
wider audiences as Yolanda Saldivar in 
Selena, Ontiveros shines as an elderly, wise 
counsel to Vincent and provides an extra 
layer of soul to the film. For the limited 
screen time she gets, Ontiveros’ warmth 
looms large. 

Naturally, as a Latina from Southern 
California, I’m game for any film that 
aims to immerse the viewer in my world, 
as well as, I’m sure, that of the parties 
involved in making it—including artist 
El Mac; the cast; and the bands Very Be 
Careful, Irene Diaz, the Delirians and 
Hermanos Herrera, all of whom provided 
music and/or perform in the film. Barboza 
and his budding production team Cinetico 
Productions clearly have the knowledge 
to show what makes East LA so unique; 

I’m curious to see what other stories the 
writer/director is hoping to bring.

All Grown Up 

Finally getting Peter and the Starcatcher’s carpe diem message

M aybe it was Bob Dylan’s 

76th birthday recently but 
I couldn’t help thinking 
of the chorus from “My 
Back Pages” while watching Peter and the 
Starcatcher: “Oh, but I was so much older 
then/I’m younger than that now.” 

How else to explain why a show that 
filled me with such loathing two years 
ago—nearly to the day—at South Coast 
Repertory, one of the country’s best 
regional theaters, entertained, entranced 
and, for the briefest of moments, tugged on 
this cold, dark heart? True, this time, it was 
at STAGEStheatre, the county’s longest 
established storefront at 20 years. But 
still, all things being equal, the resource, 
production value and talent divide 
between a top-notch professional theater 
and a storefront theater would seem to 
suggest that the former’s show would be 
vastly better, right? 

Wrong. And also wrong that I am in 
any kind of place that would suggest a 
younger and more idealistic spirit—a cen¬ 
tral concern of this quasi-musical play. 

No, the reason this production steam- 
rolls SCR’s is that unlike that one, which 
seemed so smug and enamored with itself, 
director Patti Cumby focuses on the most 
important thing in telling any story: tell¬ 
ing it. There are very few bells or whistles 
to this show, no attempt to dazzle the 
audience with theatrical sleight-of-hand. 
Most of the effects are done in full view of 
the audience, with actors holding various 
instruments, from flashlights to rubber 
gloves slapping around to mimic birds. 

Yes, much of the affair, a prequel to J.M. 
Barrie’s 1904 play, which he turned into a 
novel a few years later, is still dumb. There 
are plot holes large enough to accommo¬ 
date Queen Victoria’s XXXL figure, and 
the Dave Barry-Ridley Pearson script has 
too much clunky, cutesy dialogue. But this 
streamlined, if still fanciful, production 
overcomes the built-in deficiencies by 
focusing on the relationships between the 
characters and, again, relating the story. 

Two English ships, the faster Wasp and 
the decrepit Neverland, are setting off for 
the kingdom of Rangoon. Two identical 
trunks arrive at the port: one filled with 
something quite important to the crown, 
the other a decoy filled with sand. The 
captain of the Neverland switches the 
trunks, and all kinds of mischief ensue, 
particularly when the Wasp is overtaken 
by pirates. Both ships are swept up in a 
hurricane and the inhabitants eventually 
spill onto an island filled with natives who 
speak a sort of pidgin English punctuated 
by Italian-food references and fish turned 
into mermaids by the mysterious contents

of the real trunk washing into the water. 

At the heart of all this is the connec¬ 
tion between Molly Aster (a perfectly 
cast Kalinda Gray), the daughter of the 
English lord whose mission is to throw 
the contents of the mysterious trunk into 
a volcano to prevent it from falling into 
evil hands, and Boy/Peter (a yearningly 
believable Edgar Andrew Torrens), one 
of three orphans sold into slavery. Molly 
is a thoroughly practical young English 
girl on the cusp of maturity who realizes 
she can’t be a child forever; Boy/Peter is a 
scarred adolescent who hates grown-ups 
and wants to stay a boy forever. Both grow 
in the course of their journey, but only one 
actually grows up. 

The bulk of the comedy is supplied via 
an inept, dastardly pirate captain Black 
Stache (Adam Bradley Clinton, who is 
both understated and over-the-top—no 
mean feat) and his hyper henchman, 

Smee (Robert Dean Nunez), along with 
the antics of the two other orphans, Pren¬ 
tiss (Zachary Bane) and Ted (Sterling 
Gates). But everyone in the 12-member 
ensemble, most of whom play multiple 
parts, get in on the action—particularly in 
the musical number that opens the second 
act, in which a most frightening collection 
of “mermaids” serenades the audience. 


Though this production does flirt with 
naughtiness at times (particularly in 
Nunez’s hilariously campy performance), 
it’s still basically a children’s novel 
adapted to the stage. So things never get 
too deep. But there is a definite grown-up 
moment at the end, when one character 
tells another that the hurt one feels when 
enduring loss is important because it’s 
telling us that what was lost mattered. 
And that might be the chief point this 
production reinforces: that the more 
we fret about the clock ticking and los¬ 
ing time, the more we diminish what all 
children instinctually know matters the 
most—the moment. 

It’s not the lame nourish-your-inner- 
child bullshit that so many armchair 
shrinks promote; it’s about regaining 
some sense of that childish sense of won¬ 
der and imagination that grows more 
elusive the older we get—and the more we 
find ourselves staring into a ubiquitous 
digital wasteland where distraction, not 
dreaming, matters.

Stairway to 
Book Heaven 

I n her ongoing mission to keep the people 
of SanTana reading, Sarah Rafael Garcia 
is doubling down by expanding on her Libro- 
Mobile project with a tiny bookstore popup 
in a stairway between Alta Baja Market and 
4th Street Market. The LibroMobile Book¬ 
store is barely large enough for more than 
one visitor at a time, but that's part of the 
charm for Garcia. 

"The only difficult thing in this space 
is that I have friends who hang out on the 
stoop," the Santa Ana native says, "and 
when there's more than two of them, it gets 
too crowded." 

Since its May debut, LibroMobile 
Bookstore has drawn curious onlookers 
and sidewalk traffic. Garcia has had many 
memorable interactions with visitors, but 
her Spanish-speaking patrons "affirm that 
we need to reach out to build community 
through literature." 

The LibroMobile cart is parked outside 
the door, and more books are available in the 
staircase, in crates marked by genre. You 
can find writers of color and local authors 
who pen topics on social justice, history, 
mental health, poetry, zines and comics, 
all priced reasonably or for a donation of 
two books or more. There are also artist 
donations to make the walls of the space 
feel cozy. 

Garcia's landlord plans to start con¬ 
struction above 4th Street Market for new 
apartments in the nextfourto six months, at 
which time she will move her literary con¬ 
cept elsewhere. In the meantime, she's put¬ 
ting aside books for her upcoming Little Free 
Libraries, a project organized with Commu¬ 
nity Engagement and the Santa Ana Public 
Library to bring books to working-class 
communities in the city. Keep in the know 
about the LibroMobile and the LibroMobile 
Bookstore's upcoming events and plans by 
following Garcia's Instagram (@Libromobile).

East End Block Party Blows Up 

Santa Ana’s community summer test sets its sights on big things

T he dining area inside Mexi¬ 
can restaurant La Riconada is 
unusually packed. But instead 
of munching on sopes and 
shredded chicken enchiladas on this 
Saturday night, most of the rappers, DJs 
and producers are busy networking and 
feeding off some friendly conversation. 
This year, Santa Ana hip-hop crew Kon- 
sept Collective—the driving force behind 
downtown Santa Ana’s East End Block 
Party—decided to embrace the spirit of 
collaboration with artists beyond the 
Orange Curtain. Konsept founder Tyson 
Pruong realized that if they were going 
to attract more talent to the lineup, they 
first had to reach out. Though the festival 
has relied on cooperation between various 
factions of the Santa Ana scene—from rap¬ 
pers to punk bands to producers—for its 
third year, organizers decided to supple¬ 
ment the roster of local artists. "I wanted 
to bring more attention to Santa Ana by 
bringing people from other places to the 
city before I decide to do big, headlining 
artists next year,” says Pruong. 

Pruong says 75 percent of the artists he 
booked this year have never played the 
Block Party before, and many have never 
played anywhere in OC, despite being 
neighbors in their respective scenes in LA, 
the Inland Empire and San Diego. 

This year has been one of evolution 


for Konsept, starting with the collective 
creating its own record label, Konsept 
Records. Pruong explains that growing his 
brand meant putting more time into his 
artists’ marketing and music production 
and less time on throwing monthly events. 
That allowed him to store up resources 
for the Block Party. Plus, Konsept and 
their collaborators—promoters OC Music 
League (OCML), Top Acid, Curious 
Entertainment and Beat Swap Meet- 
agreed to scale back the East End Block 
Party from two events (winter and sum¬ 
mer) to just one blowout on June 3. 

“We wanted to make sure that the sum¬ 
mer one is the one we put all of our focus 
and money into,” Pruong says. However, 
each promoter involved in the fest will 
still produce their own stages and curate 
their own lineups. Beat Swap Meet will 
host a stage for DJs and beat-scene pro¬ 
ducers in the parking lot in front of the 
Yost Theater, while Curious Entertain¬ 
ment is doing a lowrider car show on 
Third Street. Top Acid has its punk-and- 
garage-band bonanza on the corner of 
Fourth and French streets. OCML will 
serve up alt-rock in the 4th Street Market, 
and Konsept’s hip-hop lineup takes over 
the corner of Fourth and Spurgeon. 

“The other groups always bring great 
music that I have never heard,” says 
OCML founder John Safari. “Collaborat¬ 


ing with all different scenes, genres and 
fans, we create an event people can feel 
free to express themselves.” 

While most of the time it feels as if 
everyone is in a rush to get bigger and 
better, Pruong says, before they can really 
do that, they have to get the rest of SoCal 
engaged and excited about them and talk¬ 
ing to one another. “It’s not about labels 
and stuff anymore,” he says. “It’s about 
collaboration and providing opportunity 
for one another. Artists aren’t going to 
promoters for shows anymore; they’re 
doing it themselves.” 

For rapper Roby Supreme of IE rap 
group Y.L.$.N.M.T. (You’re Lucky She’s 
Not My Type), playing the festival will 
give them the ability to connect with 
new artists, which is a huge asset as they 
continue to make inroads into OC’s music 
scene. “A lot of times, artists don’t feel like 
they can approach other artists because 
it’s a competition or everyone’s trying to 
get theirs,” Supreme says. “But you need 
that because you grow off each other. 
Some of the best advice and things that 
I’ve been getting that [have helped our 
career] have come from other artists.” 

That included an artist media event at 
La Riconada, at which various press outlets 
conducted video, print and podcast inter¬ 
views. It was a scene reminiscent of SXSW, 
which is not surprising since Pruong visited 


Austin this spring and gained a lot of inspi¬ 
ration for his own event. “It opened up my 
eyes to doing things a bit more organized 
and working harder toward everything I’m 
doing now,” Pruong says. “This block party 
is a good reflection of everything I learned 
over there at SXSW.” 

While there’s definitely a possibility 
for future East End Block Parties to land 
major sponsors and add marquee talent 
to its roster, one thing that sets it apart 
from pop-up festivals that can be capital¬ 
ist and self-serving is the fest’s roots in the 
local community. The spirit of fostering 
up-and-coming artists and creating a dia¬ 
logue among those in the Santa Ana scene 
and beyond is the key to its longevity. 

'We want the locals to come out and real¬ 
ize this is a festival put on by actual Santa 
Ana people,” Pruong says. “Chris Gonzalez 
[founder of Top Acid] and I were born and 
raised here. And those that come here from 
other places do their part for the city, so it’s 
like supporting people who do things for 
the community, instead of for money.”

Like a Phoenix 

Post-hardcore heavyweights 
Eighteen Visions rise again

K eith Barney clearly recalls the 
night of April 20,2007. Eigh¬ 
teen Visions played their final 
show as a band at Anaheim’s 
historic Chain Reaction, which the OC 
natives likened to their second home, 
even after they seemingly outgrew its 
small interior. 

"It just felt right,” guitarist Barney says. 
"It was intimate; all of our friends would 
be there. I remember it being an amazing 
show and getting off the stage, and then I 
just totally broke down. There’s a photo I 
posted on Instagram of myself and Trevor 
[Friedrich, drummer] where we’re just 
kind of hugging.... It was a big deal for 
all of us, as we hugged and thanked one 
another. It felt really special.” 

Exactly a decade later, Barney, 
lead singer James Hart and Friedrich 
announced not only the triumphant 
return of Eighteen Visions, but also a 
new album, XVIII, and a record-release 
show at the Observatory on Friday. Miss¬ 
ing from the reunion will be bassist Mick 
Morris, who passed away unexpectedly 
in 2013, and rhythm guitarist Ken Floyd, 
whose career as a tour manager wouldn’t 
allow him to rejoin the group. 

"With 10 years in between, I can now 
look back with 20/20 vision and say, 

'Okay, here’s all of the records and things 
that we did. What are our strengths, and 
what doesn’t hold up?”’ Barney says. "I 
can pick and choose from a diverse cata¬ 
logue that morphed over the years and 
use that as a bit of a guide on how to move 
forward on this record. I still love making 
heavy music—and we’ve done that in the 


past—but I think that anyone who listens 
to this record will recognize those bits 
and pieces from all of our albums.” 

To announce their return to their loyal 
fans, the band members utilized the 
power of social media. An old photo of 
the band, setlists or sound clips would 
appear every few days—totaling 18 teasers 
in all. As suspicions grew, word spread, 
and music sites began paying closer 
attention to what was happening. 

Although the reception has been noth¬ 
ing short of welcoming, the guys say 
their new lives take precedence. They’ve 
grown up and started families, work 
ordinary jobs, and embrace much calmer 
lifestyles away from the spotlight. "I’m 
a creative director at a company and 
have a career in design,” Barney says. 
"James has a career as a hairstylist, and 
Trevor has his own company. Doing any 
long-term touring would be impossible, 
but what we might do is little stints of 
shows, and I think that’ll accomplish a 
few things.” 

For now, Eighteen Visions plans on tak¬ 
ing their revival one step at a time. "Less 
is more,” Barney explains. "If we play 
here and there, it keeps it special since we 
aren’t playing every weekend or anything 
like that. It also reduces a bit of the pres¬ 
sure of having to think that we have to be 
out there for months and months.”

W hen Absolute Merch's Billy Candler 
met his business partner Noah Rus¬ 
sell, he never imagined their future would be 
in replacing your favorite band tee. It was 
only after the OC-based concert promoters 
and managers had merged their efforts that 
they realized how mundane the merch world 
had become. When one of their more stylish 
clients requested a few items beyond the 
standard T-shirts and hoodies, Candler went 
in search of a company that could handle the 
more fashionable request. 

"We were reaching out to all of the normal 
merch companies, and everyone was telling 
us to get fucked, in a sense," Candler says. 
"We started sourcing everything locally and 
figuring out how to make it for the band. Then 
that band went out on tour with the merch no 
one had ever made before, and they started 
introducing us to other bands. I don't know 
whether it was good timing or what, but that 
demand for non-standard band merch started 
growing, and we were the only ones who 
could do it at the time." 

Over the past three years, Absolute Merch 
has become the go-to source for bands looking 
for cooler clothing—particularly in the rock- 
focused circles of Warped Tour regulars. The 
company's clients include Set It Off, 30HI3 and 
Neck Deep, but if you ask Candler, there's one

band that really helped set Absolute Merch apart 
from many of its competitors. 

"Benji and Joel [Madden] from Good Char¬ 
lotte hit us up and said they loved what we were 
doing, so we partnered with them and took 
over all of their stuff," Candler says. "It's cool 
because all of these bands that I used to listen 
to when I was younger have been reaching out 
to us like, 'Hey, make us cool.' It's definitely been 
a little bit humbling." 

Candler and Russell want to see Absolute 
Merch become a recognizable name in both 
fashion and music—a more modernized and 
fashionable version of what Hot Topic was in 
the pre-internet days, where people look for the 
latest styles and collections. 

"The idea behind what we're doing is for 
Absolute Merch to be its own brand or its own 
lifestyle, rather than just looking for a specific 
band on our website," Candler says. "We want 
to create almost like a PacSun for kids who are 
in this alternative music scene."

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Looking 

I'm a middle-aged homo trying to figure out 
Grindr. Is it impolite to go on Grindr if you're 
not looking for an immediate hookup? My pre¬ 
ferred form of sexual relationship is the friend- 
with-benefits situation. I go on Grindr looking 
to make friends who could, at least potentially, 
be sex partners, but I like to do the friend 
thing before the sex. I've had guys call me an 
asshole because I exchanged messages with 
them for 20 minutes, and then didn't come right 
over and fuck them. Do they have a point? Does 
logging into a hookup app like Grindr imply 
openness to an immediate sexual encounter? 

Talking Online Repulses Some Others 

Always be up front about your intentions, TORSO. 
The best way to do that is by creating a profile— 
on Grindr or elsewhere—that clearly describes 
what you want and what you're up for because 
good partners (sexual or otherwise) communicate 
their wants clearly. Adding something like this 
to your profile should do it: "My preferred form 
of sexual relationship isthefriend-with-benefits 
situation. I go on Grindr looking to make friends 
who could, at least potentially, be sex partners, 
but I like to do the friend thing before the sex." 

Grindr is an app designed and marketed to 
facilitate hookups, but some people have found 
friends, lovers and husbands on the app (usu¬ 
ally after hooking up first). So being on a hookup 
app doesn't automatically mean you're looking 
for "right now," and it certainly doesn't obligate 
you to fuck every guy you swap messages with. 
But if you're not clear in your profile or very first 
message about what you're doing there, TORSO, 
guys looking for a hookup on that hookup app 
will be rightly annoyed with you. (The time and 
energy he sunk into you could have been sunk 
into someone looking for right now.) If you are 
clear, guys seeking instacock have only them¬ 
selves to blame for wasting their time on you. 

Your timing could also have something to 
do with guys calling you an asshole. Are you 
exchanging messages at 2 in the morning for 20 
minutes? Because most guys on Grindr at that 
hour are seeking immediate sexual encounters. 

If you're just chatting in the middle of the night, 
then you're probably wasting someone's time— 
if, again, you're not being absolutely clear about 
what you're doing there. Also, TORSO, Grindr is 
location-based, which means you're going to get 
a different experience based on where you're 
using it. Some neighborhoods seem to be filled 
with messy guys looking for chemsex, bless their 
hearts. In others, you'll find unwoke twinks who 
are on Grindrto swap (highly problematic) GIFs 
of black women pulling faces. And if you're in a 
rural area, it's likely you'll message your full cast 
of Grindr torsos within a few days. 

Think of Grindr as a giant gay bar—most guys 
are thereto hookup, a few just want to hang out and 
chat, some dudes are really messed up (avoid them), 
and no one is at their best around closing time. 

I'm a 25-year-old gay woman, and I've been 
looking for a girlfriend for the past two years. 

I post on dating websites, go to the lesbian 
club, take part in the LGBTQ+ scene at my 
university, and put myself in places where 
I might meet women. But I'm worried that 
my persona deters women: I'm extremely 
analytic, a doctoral student and university 
instructor. Whenever I meet a girl, our con¬ 
versation always goes in the same direction: 
She thinks it's cool I work with literature, 
and then brings up her favorite pop-culture 
novel, like Harry Potter. I say something like 
"I've never read Harry Potter, but people rave 
about it. What do you like about it? I took an 
online Harry Potter test once for a friend, and 
it said I was a Slytherin." At this point, things

change. The girl I'm speaking with gets flus¬ 
tered. She says something like "Oh, I'm not 
good at describing things," seemingly feeling 
pressured to give me an intellectual response, 
like I'm giving her a quiz. I'm not sure what to 
do about this. I am having trouble maintain¬ 
ing casual and fun conversations despite my 
intentions. I come off as intense. I think I'm a 
pretty attractive person, but my dating life is 
starting to make me feel differently.
